Chancellor Archie Dykes entertained the presidents of all 
major student organizations at an informal dinner Monday night 
In the Student Center. 

AFTER DINING, the Chancellor led a discussion concerning 
certain problems that face the campus. Chancellor Dykes stated 
that the school Is suffering because of lack of sufficient state 
funds. 

STATISTICS show that UT Martin receives less per student 


than any other state supported 
school. For example, Austin 
Peay State University, with an 
enrollment slightly less than 
UTM receives $889.00 per 
student whereas UTM re¬ 
ceives $727,00. 

"TTie quality of education de¬ 
pends upon finances,” Dr. 
Dykes told the group. He 
encouraged student participa¬ 
tion In publicizing the finan¬ 
cial need. By talking to parents 
and other Interested, Influen¬ 
tial citizens, the Chancellor 
feels students can best be of 
help. 

THE SECOND TOPIC men¬ 
tioned was recruiting good stu¬ 
dents who want an education. 
Dr. Dykes Informed the group 
that the average ACT scores 
are rising every year as en¬ 
rollment Increases. 

"Our school has a tougher 
grading system than any school 
In the Soiitheastern Confer¬ 
ence,” Dr. Dykes commented. 
This fact was discovered 
when the athletic department

Critic’s Corner 


A relatively new concept has 
been introduced In the shifting 
college Image. Designed to free 
the students from tiieunlverslly 
and the university of the stu¬ 
dent, cooperative living enters 
the scene. 

By living in cooperative hous¬ 
ing, students are faced wHb the 
social responsibility and inde¬ 
pendence designed to creates 
heightened sense of society. 
Cooperation In making deci¬ 
sions and social adjustments 
are introduced In this envlroa- 
ment. 

There arc over two hundred 
co-ops in the United States. The 
first cooperative residence to 
receive financial support from 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development was the 
University of Michigan. A loan 
of one million dollars was made 
to a student group whoare their 
own landlords, ridding them¬ 
selves of an absentee landlord. 

Tbaf s the entire idea of co- 
op housing. Students are mak¬ 
ing their Own decisions to live 
In an environment ttiey helped 
plan and create. 

Tbe architectural design of 
these co-op residences accom¬ 
modate Ideally five people llv- 
In single rooms, sharinga com¬ 
mon area of living room, bath¬ 
room, and kitchen. 

Advocates of cooperative liv¬ 
ing propose that the budget of 
co-op Is less than costs of uni¬ 
versity-administered living. 
Rent money is pooled to pay 
for food, rent and utilities. In¬ 
dividual residents have the up¬ 
keep responsibility on a day- 
to-day basis. 

The^ expedient key to coop¬ 
erative housing’s success Is 
the resident’s ability to accept 
the challenge of becominga vital 
part of society, not Justa apar- 
ticipant In an interesting col¬ 
lege experiment.
